The luff of her jib is shaking like 
a hula-hula dancer's grass gpron as 
she steams across our bow leaving us 
to ask what price $250,000 worth of 
sails. However, she can take that jib 
and stow it below and still hojd her 
lead by the looks of things now, that 
is, she can to windward. She is giv- 
ing the Shamrock the most scandalous 
beating any cup challenger has taken 
for many a long year on a windward 
leg.

more flow, and away she goes on her 
down hill course at what looks like a 
12-knot clip. 

The 20 miles left to the finish is 
the tale of an undiscouraged chase by 
the green boat. She sailed that last 
20 miles at just under a 12-mile clip, 
great going for the conditions. She 
gained on the white boat, though it 
did look to us on the destroyer Wilkes 
that Enterprise’s men were not trying 
to drive her to the limit. Her sheets 
were flatter than the green boat's, too 
flat for a beam wind. 

The white boat finished a good mile 
ahead. Her time, 3 hours, 13 minutes, 
13 seconds, was the best ever made 
in a racé over a triangular, 30-mile 
course. The Yankee made better time 
in a race in August, but it was a 
trial race, and the eonditions were 
much better, a better than 20-mile 
breeze all the way, a smoother sea, 
and less dead to windward work. The 
breeze today averaged about 15 miles, 
and there was a bit of a chop and a 
roll to the sea. 

It was wonderful going for the En- 
terprise under the conditions. A great 
boat and most capably handled. Some 
of us were wondering if that Sham- 
rock crew, trained in 20-odd races on 
the other side, would ®utwork the 
Americans, but none of us on the de- 
strover could see where they did, nor 
where Vanderbilt made a single mis- 
take in the handling of her.

Meanwhile United States plenipo- 
tentiaries to Argentina, Bolivia and 
' Peru, acting upon cabled orders from 
the secretary of state, presented for- 
mal notification by the United States 
to the recently formed revolutionary 
government, thereby completing the 
official resumption of diplomatic re- 
lations. 

A cable was received from Robert 
Woods Bliss, ambassador to Argen- 
tina, that the minister of foreign af- 
fairs of that country would be 
formally notified of the United States’ 
move before noon today. Although no 
word was received from Fred M 
Dearing, ambassador to Peru, or from 
Edward Feely, minister to Bolivia, it 
was assumed at the state department 
that both had followed a similar 
course at their respective posts. 

Following closely the United States’ 
action, news of a mounting list of 
recognitions by other nations was re- 
ceived in Washington. Secretary 
Stimson said the state department had 
been informed Argentina, the most re- 
cently created of the three new pro- 
visional governments, had been recog- 
nized by Sweden, Italy, the Vatican, 
Norway, Denmark, France and Spain. 
Previously Germany and Chile had 
taken similar steps and Great Britain 
had announced its intention of so 
doing. 

Diplomatic representatives here of 
the three countries given blanket 
recognition did not call at the state 
department today. They were in- 
formed of the move yesterday, how- 
ever, shortly before it was publicly 
announced, 

Attention already has turned to the 
appointment of an Argentine ambassa- 
dor to Washington, a post left vacant 
since 1928 when former President 
Hipolito Irigoyen recalled that offi- 
cial and neglected to appoint another. 
During the pre-recognition period 
President Jose Francisco Uriburu said 
he would appoint an ambassador im- 
mediately following recognition by 
the United States. 


R-100CrewUnderpaid, 
Air Ministry Hears 


LONDON, Sept. 18.—(#)—The air 
ministry have begun an investigation 
of assertions made in an article in 
the newspaper John Bull that mem- 
bers of the crew of the British diri- 
gible R-100 complained of inadequate 
pay for their services on the recent 
trip to Canada and. treatment re- 
ceived since. 

The article said the men received 
4 1-2 guineas weekly ($22.50) while 
on the trip, but had unlimited hours 
of work, When actually flying they 
received four pence an hour for the 
first 12 hours and six pence an hour 
thereafter, according to the item. 

“For flying the Atlantic,” says John 
Bull, “the men received the princely 
sum of 57 shillings six pence each 
(about $12). The men have now 
been informed their pay will be re- 
duced to an equivalent of 59 shill- 
ings weekly for an indefinite period 
while the airship is in her shed at 
Cardington.”’ 

The air ministry pointed out in 
today’s Daily Herald, labor organ, 
that “flying pay” grants in connec- 
tion with the trip would be addition- 
al to the crew's standard rate of pay. 


U. S. RECORDS INDICATE 
IRISH LIKE BISCUITS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18.—(4)— 
If government customs records can 
be taken as a trustwerthy guide, the 
population of Ireland consumes a 
very heavy quota of American-type 
raised biscuit, cake and doughnuts; 
while the spaghetti-eating inhabitants 
of Italy ignore such delicacies. This 
deduction appears plausible’ in the 
light of the record of American baking 
powder exports last month. 

The Irish Free’ State, which took 
21,540 pounds of the dough raising 
material, appears to be the heaviest 
world consumer in proportion to popu- 
lation. Great Britain, with many 
more people, took only 27,000 pounds. 
Italy got along with 2,250 pounds; 
Spain with 2,850, and France, tradi- 
tionally famed for cooking, showed its 
obvious scorn for the American cook's 
chemical by taking during the period 
a negligible 500 pounds, 

However, there is apparently some- 
thing about Mexican cookery that 
brings the powder into demand, for 
that country takes 33,000 pounds of 
the stuff a month, far more than the 
18,000 pounds set down for Canada.And 
Albania, which bulks rather little in 
this country’s foreign trade record, 
j takes the truly amazing baking pow- 
der total of 15,000 pounds per month.

Veteran Chinese 
War Lord Plans 
To Become Monk 


-_—— 


PEIPING, Sept. 18.—General V. I. 
Karpoff, one-time .commander of the 
Chinese military forces at Tientsin 
under the late Marsh..1 Chang Tso- 
Lin, has abandoned his military ca- 
reer to become a monk. 

Seven years ago Karpoff was one of 
the leaders of the anti-communist 
movement in Siberia, a staunch sup- 
porter of both Ataman Dutoff and Ad- 
miral Kolchak. Before the revolu- 
tion he was the managing director of 
the czar’s bank at Orenburg, a posi- 
tion he obtained through the influence 
of his father-in-law, Count Volkon- 
sky, then minister of education to the 
czar, 7 

In 1925, Karpoff left Russia with a 
price of a million rubles on his head. 
He sought refuge in Harbin, went to 
work for the Chinese. Eastern rail- 
way under an assumed name and later 
joined Marshal Chang ‘T'so-Lin’s army 
with the rank of colonel. A year later 
he was made a general and given com- 
mand of the Tientsin garrison. 

Unlike the majority of his white 
Russian comrades in China, Karpoff 
prospered. He was a Russian war 
lord in a Chinese city and the reve- 
But it didn’t last. 
When the nationalist army took Pei- 
ping in 1928 Karpoff’s little fortune 
disappeared. In returning to Man- 
churia he obtained a position as ad- 
visor to the Japanese military forces 
in China which he held until the 
death of his wife a few months ago. 
Heartbroken over the loss of his mate, 
his health broke down and he recent- 
ly journeyed to Peiping and entered 
the monastery of the Russian Ortho- 
dox mission, a remnant of the old Rus- 
sian church, 

In entering the monastery Karpoff 
left his 17-year-old son, Alexis, to 
shift for himself. Through the in- 
fluence of American newspaper corre- 
spondents, the boy recently obtained a 
position as reporter on an American 
daily in Shanghai and is now em- 
barked on a journalistic career.

REHEARING ON RATES 


Public Service Commission 
To Reconsider Decision 
of September 8. 


MACON, Ga., Sept. 18.—(4)}—The 
Georgia public service commission has 
granted the Macon Gas Company a 
rehearing on the question of natural 
gas rates, and has set the date for 
October 8, it became known here’ to- 
day. | 

Mayor G. Glen Toole, who léd the 
fight for a reduction in the proposed 
rates of the gas company, has re- 
ceived a letter from the cemmission 
advising him that the. rates decreed 
on September 8 will be reconsidered. 

The rates for natural gas ordered 
by the commission represented a com- 
promise ‘between the gas company’s 
proposed figures and those of the op- 
posing faction headed by the mayor. 
Since then, however, the gas company 
has made strenuous objection to the 
rate cuts. 

In that the principal point at issue 
has been the service charge for natural 
gas, it was considered probable that 
the rehearing will be on that feature. 
The gas company proposed a service 
charge of $1 per customer; Mayor 
Toole sought a charge of not more 
than 75 cents if one at all; and the 
commission decreed a charge of 85 
cents. 

Mayor Toole reiterated his objec- 
tions to the service charge today, de- 
claring that his position is the same 
as ever, that the gas company “has 
no complaint” and that “they're get- 
ting too much now.” 

“IT think that service charge is rot- 
ten,” he asserted. “If you buy a hat, 
a shirt, groceries or anything else, 
all the freight is added in the pur- 
chase price. But why should 
pay for the privilege of using gas, and 
then have to pay for the amount you 


you 


use, too? 

“It all hits the little fellow, and 
it just isn’t right. You can figure 
it out something like this: They 
want $1 for each customer service 
charge, and they’ve got about 6,000 
customers; that’s $6,000 a month and 
$72,000 a year—just for the privilege 
of using gas.” 

In addition to the service charge, 
the rates decreed by the commission 


$1.35 per thousand; next 3,000 feet, 
$1 per thousand; all over 5,000 feet, 
60 cents per thousand. 

Natural gas, for which the rates 
were revised, will be installed in Ma- 
con during the next few days. The 
city is to be converted to the new fuel 
by sections, starting with Ingleside.

In this case, instead 
of the artificial tremors produced by 
explosives for oil probing, the earth- 
quake of last Thanksgiving ™ - in 
the Sierra ~~~ ctndied. It was felt 
in Nevada and California. 

Kleven sé¢ismograph stations fur- 
nished the records, giving more ob- 
servations from more sensitive instru- 
ments than hitherto available in. the 
United States. They indicated the 
quake started about two and a half 
miles below the surface. 

They recorded eight different sets 
of waves, all traveling at different 
Speeds, the fastest more than five 
miles a second and the slowest slight- 
ly better than one mile a_ second. 
One set traveled 3.6 miles a second 
through an upper layer of rocks, 
called the “granitic.” underlying the 
Sierra region to a depth of about 18 
miles. Below the granitic the fastest 
waves traveled through a layer of 
heavier material, thought possibly to 
be largely basaltic rock, estimated at 
about 21 miles thick.

LEAT MARKETING BODY 


Plans Formulated at Meet- | 
ing of Bankers, Farmers | 
in Valdosta. 


VALDOSTA, Ga., Sept. 18.—Rep- 
resentative bankers, businessmen, 
farmers and county agents of Berrien, 
Cook, Lanier and Lowndes counties | 
met in this city to discuss the or- 
ganization in these counties of an ag- 
ricultural credit corporation. B. B. 
Derrick, senior economist of the fed- 
eral farm board, of Washington, ad- 
dressed the meeting with regard to a 
co-operative marketing program for 
bright leaf tobacco in south Geor- 
gia. 

The meeting was presided over by 
J. R. Dasher, and after a discussion 
of the credit corporation, the chair- 
man-was authorized to appoint a com- 
mittee of twenty for the purpose of 
canvassing Lowides county for mem- 
bers of the credit corporation. The 
corporation will organize with a capi- 
tal of $40,000, $10,000 each being 
subscribed in the four counties. This 
capital will give the unit a borrow- 
ing capacity from the government of 
four times the amount of the capital. 

It was decided by the representa- 
,tives attending the meeting that in 
the near future plans. for organizing 
a tobacco marketing association would 
be undertaken. A committee of rep- 
resentative men will make a survey 
of the bright leaf tobacco territory to 
ascertain the interest felt in the 
movement, after which a meeting of 
a general nature will be called. J. C. 
Stone, tobacco member of the federal 
farm board, will address the later 
meeting and explain to the growers 
the methods of marketing under the 
plan of the association. 


Mr. Derrick said it was impossible 
for the farm board to deal individually 
with the six and one-half million 
farmers, making it necessary to have 
local associations. Marketing organi- 
zations have already been set up for 
merketing cotton, grain, beans, wool, 
pecans, sugar and livestock and now 
the lidtest is tobacco marketing in 
South Carolina, which is operating for 
the first time. The South Carolina to- 
bacco association is selling on gov- 
ernment grades to practically all the 
large buyers of tobacco in the United 
States on a satisfactory price basis. 
The association is advancing 75 per 
cent of the appraised value of the 
tobacco on delivery in the warehouse.

FARMERS ARE URGED 
TO RAISE OWN CROPS. 

ROME, Ga., Sept. 18.—(#)—Unless 
a farmer raises his own grain, pQul- 
try and dairy products, he is not fol- 
lowing a safe and sane policy, in the 
opinion of directors of the Floyd 
county farm bureau. 

Resolutions advocating the “live-at- 
home” plan for farmers of this coun- 
ty have been adopted by the farm bu- 
reau, in which are stressed as the pro- 
gram keynote the providing of a good 
living first of all, and then making 
all the money possible. 

The recommendations of the 
reau are as follows: 

“1. We recognize that the basis 
of success for agriculture is to raise 
at home all foodstuff for our families 
and stock. To this end we recom- 
mend that farmers in this section be- 
gin now to sow oats, rye and other 
grains to furnish feed for stock next 
year and for grazing this winter; 
that all crops such as turnips, rape 
and spinach be planted now to lessen 
the expense of living this winter. 

“2, We recommend that every 
farmer own milk cows sufficient to 
furnish his family with an abundant 
supply of milk and butter. 

“3. That sufficient hogs be grown 
on every farm to supply every family 
with meat and lard. 

“4. That every farm family raise 
sufficient poultry to supply the fam- 
ily with eggs and chickens. 

“5. That every farm family plant 
a home garden to provide fresh vege- 
tables, and that a surplus be grown 
for home canning. 

“6. We recommend the planting of 
alfalfa on the basis of one acre of al- 
fala for every head of work stock and 
cow on the farm. 

“7, We recommend

4. Watermelons, pimento peppers, 
or some specialized crop—three acres. 

5. Cotton following corn—five 

acres. 
6. Wheat following three acres of 
corn and two acres of grazing crops 
for poultry feed and home flour— 
five acres. 

(a) Permanent pastures on waste 
land seeded to bermuda, carjet grass 
and two clovers—five acres. 

(b) Highland pastures to be culti- 
vated in grazing crops for brood sows 
and pigs on the gray gravely soils— 
two acres. 

Three to five milk eows, two brood 
sows and 100 purebred hens are to 
be kept on each farm. 


ALFALFA BRINGS 
HIGH PRICES. - 


MACON, Ga., Sept. 18.—Farmers 
who raise alfalfa are paid more than 
twice as much for their time as those 
who raise meadow hay, according to 
D. F. Bruce, Bibb county farm 
agent. Meadow hay, he said, paid 
only 41 cents an hour for man la- 
bor, while alfalfa hay paid SS cents 
an hour last year for man _ laber. 
Peavine hay returned 50 cents an 
hour. The most common yield in 
Georgia is: Alfalfa, four tons per 
ucre; meadow hay, two tons, and 
peavine hay, two-thirds of a ton. 

Mr. Bruce based his estimates on 
figures compiled at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. He pointed out 
that Georgia soil, especially that in 
the central section, is well adapted 
to the growing of alfalfa.

Cuckoo 
Clocks. 


The two hundredth anniversary of 
cuckoo clocks is to be celebrated in 
Germany this year. The first one was 
made by Franz Anton Ketterer in 
Schoenwald in 1730. Copies soon be- 
came popular, the appeal made by 
their quaintness and novelty being re- 
inforced by their good workmanship 
and excellent time-keeping qualities. 
Almost every home in the Black For- 
.est possesses one of these clocks. The 
mechanism of the cuekoo clock is ex- 
tremely ingenious. By the thrust of a 
wire the body of the bird is bent for- 
ward, the wings and tail are raised, 
and beak is opened. Simultaneously 
two small bellows are raised and 
dropped. The notes are produced by 
little wooden organ pipes, one tuned 
n fifth above the other, to which the 
bellows are attached. Into the making 
of clocks has gone much of man’s 
inventive and _ decorative abilities. 
Comic and performing clocks had a 
great vogue during the fifteenth and 
sixteenth centuries. Many people make 
a hobby of collecting antique clocks. 
In the museum of Balse, Switzerland, 
may still be seen a specimen in which 
the vibration of the pendulum grad- 
ually caused a long tongue to protude. 
Other clocks were made to show a 
whole series of scenes. such as pro- 
eessions of the apostles and other 
characters. Repeating clocks which 
sounded the hours when a string was 
pulled were prized in the days when 
the only method of striking a light at 
night was with flint and steel.

This disease is caused, Dr. Crile 
believes, by the discharging of mil- 
lions of tiny “electric batteries’. in 
the lining of-the stomach walls. These 
charged cells may become discharged 
through worry and nervousness, he 
declared. ‘Peptic ulcers,” he said, 
“are undoubtedly caused by hyperacid- 
ity and such activity is controlled by 
the thyroid gland. The activity of 
the gland, in turn, is controlled by 
the nervous system and the adrenals,” 

“Byvolution,” Dr. Crile said, “has 
directed its whole attack against the 
brain of man.” He explained that the 
brain of man must pay for its achieve- 
ment at the cost of the body. 

“It may even be a compliment to be 
able to acquire a peptic ulcer.” the 
surgeon ,added. “The great genius, 
the poet and the philosopher are al- | 
ways the most susceptible.”

McBride Predicts 
Still Dryer Senate 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 18—(7)— 


An increase in the number of prohibi- 
tion supporters in the next senate was 
forecast tonight by F. Scott McBride, 
superintendent of the Anti-Saloon 
League, “if the drys show normal 
SnHNg trim” in the forthcoming elec- 
ion. 

McBride said in a statement on the 
recent primaries that the present sen- 
ate is estimated to be more than three 
to one dry and the gains in the pri- 
mary have been sufficient to more 
than offset any possible losses in the 
upper house in the election. 

“The house, in which some seven or 
elght drys have been defeated by the 
terrific campaign of the wets in the 
recent primary,” he added. “will still 
stand more than 70 per cent dry. 

“The results in the house have not 
been so conclusive, however. The few 
losses there caused by the tremendous 
campaign of the wets, as well as oth- 
er issues, can in some measure be 
offset in the election. 

“The wets have forced the issue in 
this campaign. It is a poor year for a 
wobbler. The issue is more clearly 
drawn than at any time since the com- 
ing of prohibition.” 

McBride said the “wild claims of 
the leaders of the wet associatipns, 
who are out to make a showing, are 
misleading.” He said the wets recent- 
ly had claimed 29 new supporters for 
prohibition repeal, adding that “20] 
of these have been for modification or 
some substitute for prohibition all the 
time’ and that of the remaining nine 
“a majority had never been counted 
in the dry estimate.”’ 

“The claims of the wets and the! 
determination of the wet forces as | 
shown in this primary,” McBride as-' 
serted, “challenges the drys in the 
November election. They accept the 
issue.
